It is due to. the navy that 
we ‘are able to sit here tonight, and 
while’ we do not shirk or shrink 
from. the full rigcrs'of war, we ‘are, 
through the navy, so far happily 
guardéd from most of them. 


ONLY JUST BEGINNING. 


Some few weeks ago I hada talk 
with Sir John Jellicoe and’ his~prin- 
cipa] -Admiral. They spoke to me of 
the distross' with which all the:great 
fleet watched the heroic: struggles of 
our-army- in France: and Belgiumjand 
saw the- fearful. sacrifices demanded |* 
of: themand given by .them: They 
spoke also of their. keen desire’ * to 
bring, more direct: and immediate ‘aid 
to_bear with the mighty weapon 
which -they — wield, 
natural desire: to ahare more immedi- 
ately in the gufferings and‘ losses* of 
the army in-the field, ‘Bat,’’ they 
said, “Cornwailis was neatly’ threo 
years off “Brest ard Admiral Nelson 
was moré than two years off Toulon, 
We are only. just. beginning. We must 
impatient. Our turn will 
come.’”’ (Toudecheers.) It is not al- 
ways easy to be patient, and I ex- 
press to-night, on behalf of the navy, 
and Admiralty, ‘our gratitude for 
the generous confidence yow have so 
‘abundantly and unswervingly bestow- 
ed upon us, - 

The conditions of naval warfare 
are curious’ and novel. We: have a 
great preponderance in ‘foree’ and 
numbers, but we have also a task to 
‘discharge infinitely greater and more 
diffseult than which our enemies are 
called upon to undertake:  ,(Hear, 
hear.) We are endeavoring to main- 
tain all the seas; we-are endeavor- 
ing to secure all the highways across 
the seas; we are endeavoring to 
secure the. most peaceful: commerce of 
the world against a multitude of 
new rangers, against methods never 
before practised: in tke warfare of 
civilized nations. (Hear, hear.) - We 
also transport great armies to the 
decisive theatre of war. We are en- 
deavoring to preserve the ‘whole 
trade of this country on an enor 
mous scale in all quarters of the 
globe. We have conveyed and con- 
voyed expeditions to attack and 
take every German colony which 
exists. And-this great task forces 
us to expose a target to the enter- 
prise of the enemy incomparably 
greater than any target exposed to 


four own daring and vigilant sailors. 


The British people have taken for 
themselves this motto—'‘Business 
carried cn as usual during altera- 
tions on the map cf Europe.” 
(Laughter and cheers.) They expect 
the navy, on which they have lavish- 
ed so much care and expense, to 
make that-good, and that is, what, 
upen the whole,.-we .are actually 
achieving at ,the-.present time 
(Gheers). It is v&8ry — difficult to 
measure the full effects of: naval 
pressure in the early stages of the 
war. The punishment we receive is 
clear and definite. The punishment 
we inflict is very often not séen, and 
even when seen cannot be measured. 
The economic stringency resulting 
from a naval blockade. requires time, 
if it is to reagh its full effectiveness. 
We are only looking at it in the third 
month. Rut wait a bit. Examine it 
in the sixth miraith, in the ninth 
month, in the twelfth month, and you 
will begin to see results, results 
which will be gradually achieved, 
silently achiew3d, but which spell the 
doom of Germany as surely as_ the 
approach of winter strikes the leaves 
from the trees. (Cheers.) There is 
another way in which the navy. con- 
tributes to .the vast decision of this 
war. It gives to Britain and to the 
British Empire the time necessary to 
realize their vast’ military power. It 
gives to my noble friend Lord Kitch-| . 
ener the time to organize, equip, dis- 
cipline, arm, ard place in the field 
a2 million men of a quality and power 
such as have never: been employed 
yet in this struggle on the Con- 
tinent. (Cheers.) 

NAVY STRONGER TODAY. 

At the end of very nearly 100 days 
the navy, whose memory and work 

you have paid your tribute to  to-, 
hight—in spite of losses of ships of

derive inspiration and encouragement 
from their memory. “The-seale of ‘the 
events today is greater—vastly great- 
er@than those. with’ which they .had| 
to deal, but the problems ° they had 
to face were more desperate. - more 
full. of anxiety aad peril, than.- those 
with which ‘We’ are confronted, - an 

the. resovrees with which - they: faced 
them were infinitely less ample ‘and 
less wide. They were often alone! 
against. the whole of Europe: They 
never counted, as ~we can count, upon 
an absolutely united nation.

They only spoke of a little island ; 
we exert and wield the power of a 
world-wide Empire.” Yet with all 
their difficulties and dangers they 
came safely through the conflict, and}, 
we, by imitating’ their example ’ and 
redoublirg our exertions, will surely 
come safely through them too. (Loud 


cheers.)

Yet Canada is only one of the 
nations which are coming to tke aid 
cf the common Empire. Australia 
has sworn to spend her last penny 
and her last drop of blood.

The 
very smallest Colonies have offered 
men or treasure or both, and am 
already making good, their promises. 

This, you will remember, is the 
Empire acquired by fraud and held 
together by cajolery.

No extensions: to the waterworks 
’ have been made this year. The set- 
tled parts of the City are now fairly 
well served. Several mains with dead 
ends were frozen last winter, und 
steps have been taken to pre- 
vent a recurrence of this trouble. 
The new filters in the wells are work- 
ing we believe satisfactorily. J3ac- 
teriological tests have been made and 
the water found to be pure. The fact 
that the City has been practically 
free from typhoid we attribute large- 
ly tothe pure water supply. We 
have had no trouble with the pumps 
during the year. . 

There have been no sewer exten- 
sions made during 1914,. Plans have 
been secured for the extension of the 
system with an outlet further down 
the river, Cwing -to the financial con 
ditions it is impossible to do any 
Part of this work at present. The 
sewers have bcen flushed frequently 
and no serious troubles have arisen. 

The Fire Department has been main 
tained at the samo high standard of 
efficiency as during the past number 
of years, i3ome members‘ of the Bri- 
gade have joined the Expeditionary 
Force, bu’, their places are heing 
filled. Tha alarpe system being used 
is giving satisfaction. The matter of 
Providingmore adequate fire protec- 
tion to those portions of the City 
‘situated on thehills is a question 
that this year’s Council was unable 
to consider, but one that i think 
should be dealt with at the earliest 
possible opportunity. 

The public works undertaken this 
vear have been of a minor nature, 
but none the less important and ne- 
cessary. Amongthe works carried 
out we would mention the comple- 
tion of the bridge over the creek on 
Third Street N.E.; ‘keeping the 
streets in general repair; the build- 
ing of a small amount of plank 
walks; foncing of the nuisance 
grounds; andthe provision of tie- 
Posts for farmors. A considerable a- 
mount of cement walks was planned 
to be built, but abandoned on the 
utbreak of war. 

Following the policy ‘pursued by 
past Councils with reference to tho 
improvement of the City Parks, we 
have been gradually adding improve- 
ments of a permanent character, as 
well a8 equipment for their use as 
resting places and plav crounds. Tho 
City Square has been levelled and 
seeded. In Waskasoo Park swings 
have been’ ercoted, sand_ piles, 
benches and seats provided, and tho 
road improved. In this Park there 
is a colony of boavors, which 
adds to the attractiveness of the 
place, and for the protection of 
which tho authorities desire the co-op 


eration of all good citizens. In 
Gaotz Park more swings and sand 
piles have been provided and very
